“stitute therefore a botter_ system, or olse revert 
yo the old’ one, and if wo were furthermore to 
declare an uninterrupted war of extermination 
aguinst all rodents, there will be in the near 
futnre loss enses of plague hore and perhaps 
nono at all after the lupse of a few yoars. Care 
must, of course, be taken aguinst. importing 
plague cuses, but this can-eusily by averted (to 
a cortain extaint at least) by enforcing medical 
inspection against all passengers coming from 
infected ports, As mutters now stand, tho 
results obtained are not at all satisfactory, and 
do not compensate in the loast fortthe time and 
money expended in {improving the present 
inganitary condition of this British calony. 

If the above suggestion be carried. out, one, 
result is certain, we shall have less moxyuitoes, 
and that should provo in itself a blessing all 
round. I believe mosquitoes were never more - 
Plentiful hexe than this: year, and for this we 
must also 1 hank those responsible forfthe present 
system of drainage and sewerage.—Youzs, etc., 
5 XxX.

Sir,—H. E, the Governorsin' hia reply to tho 
latest’ representation of the local Chamber 
of Commerce said that unfortunately the 
remedies adopted to fight plague shave faild, 
here “as in Indjx.” So far H. 8. and his 
Government ore quite right, as every reader of 
Indian papers knows, But India, and especially 
Bombay, has still much two teach Hongkong in 
the matter of plagne measures. Lot us confine 
ourselves to Bombay city alone, which has bon 
tho greatest sufferer. ~ ; 

1. On tho very first appearance of plague in 
Bombay, in 1896, the Government, or rather the 
Municipality of Bombay; made the fatal mistake 
of not acknowledging its existence, and persisted 
in calling it by all sorts cf nomex other than 
plague proper. . 

2. When ‘conviction was brought home to 
them that it was bubonic plague pure and 
simple, ond nothing else, they actually lost their 


heads, and ektablished a reign of terror by snm- 


marily dragging people to the only horpitel 
for’ infections diseases; and the result was 
that the measnres adopted by the Municipality 
at the first outbreak of the plague were not 
only: froitiess but sneceeded only in striking 
terror'iuto the people's minds and uctually driy- 
ing them mad, So much so thatan exodus on 
a tremendous scale took plico, houses, ronty, and 
atreets wore deserted and ‘desolate, the gous

ttaffic on tho railwaya came tos standstill, work 
at tho docks stopped ; and shipping was thereby 
adversely affected, But the Municipalauthorities 
heeded these not, and kept up their roign of 
terror, Puoplo openly resisted removal of plague 
patients to the hoapital, and their resistance was 
only subdued by the help of a strong police. 

3. General Gatacre was commam ling the 
troops located in Bombay at the time. Hoe 
approached Governmont with s scheme of “his 
own, Ho proposed opening! several plaguo 
hospitala im differvat localities, segregation 
of plague contacts, house-to-house visilution, 
option of treatment . by hospital doctors or 
privata practitioners ; and General Gatacre 
wus successful. Government. ulmost . bodily 
aceepted his’ proposals, appointed what was 
‘called “Tho Plague Committes,”) with the 
Genoxul:himsolfas_Chaixmon, tho Municipality 
hud ity authority temporarily suapented and 
_ transferred to thi, Committee, and the Health

the Committoe. In this conneetion it most 
certainly te acknowledged that Bombay was 
favoured with professional assistance and advice 
all the way from Hongkong, the parent, as 
popular fuacy puts it, of this plague of tho

werg ‘specially duputed to help and advise the 
authorities there from their previous experience. °

felt in Peking, while the Amoricans had 
obtained dominant influences over the colleges 
and educational institutes of China, In the 
same spirit was Admiral Seymour's speech 
at the dinner, He said; ‘Great Britain has 


| to-lay powerfal rivals, whe will rob her of 


her valuable trade.. One is Russia, who is 
nota trading nution, but who with her well- 
known groed for land will try to undermine 
our commerce, The second is Germany, rival 
to be equally feared as a commercial competitor 
and aS a #en-power.. Hor fleot is growing 
daily, so is her commercial. importance, 
With Germany England will have to reckon 
ore long, and she must take care not to forgot 
the fact, A third rival of Groat Britain is 
tho United States of America, who in the last 
fow years have made enormous strides in thoir 
advance ‘commorcially. The Americans: will 
yome day prove to be the most dreaded oom- 
potitors of Englund, The Ostasiatische Lloyd 
continues. “ In face of this the following words
